LONDON, Sept. 18.— (UP) — 
Russian troops, in the first Allied 
bag of major Axis war criminal 
suspects, have arrested 10 Roma- 
nian and German military and 
political leaders in Romania, in- 
cluding former Premier Marshal 
Ion Antonescu and Dr. Karl Clo- 
dius, Germany’s ace economic ex- 
pert, . 


The prisoners—five Romanians | 


and five Germans — represented 
the cream of the Axis representa- 
tives in Romania trapped by the 
overthrow of Antonescu’s govern- 
ment by King Mahal and the quick 
entry of the Red army. 

“In view of the fact that the 
group headed by Marshal Anto- 
nescu and representatives of the 
German command in Romania 
may appear as suitable candidates 
for entry into the list of war crim- 
inals, the command of Soviet 
troops in Romania” made the ar- 
rests, a Soviet communique broad- 
cast by Radio Moscow announced. 

Indicating the importance with 
which the Russians regarded the 
development, the announcement 
was included in the regular mili- 
tary communique. 

In addition to Antonescu and 
Clodius, head of the German trade 
commission, the following were 
under arrest: 

Former Romanian Deputy Pre- 
mier and Foreign Minister Mihail 
Antonescu, no kin to the marshal; 
former Romanion War Minister 
Gen, Pantazi: former inspector 
general of Romania’s.inner secur- 
ity police, Vasiliu; the former pre- 
fect of the Bucharist police, Col. 
George Rleftrescu, who also was 
Antonescu's adjutant: Gen. Han- 
sen, a cavalry officer, and chief 
of the German military mission to 
Romania: Adm. Nillessen. chief of 
the German naval staff in Ro- 
mani: Lt. Gen. Gerstenberg. com- 
mander of the Luftwaffe in Ro- 
mania, and Maj. Gen. Stagel, who 
was commandant in Warsaw this 
year. 

There was no immediate indi- 
cation as to whether the 10 still 
remained in Romania, where they 
apparently were seized bv the gov- 
ernment of Premier Sanatescu 
following Romania’s break with 
Germany, or whether they had 


been taken to Russia. Neither was 


there any hint as to when or 
where they might be put on trial 
either by the Russians or the 
Allies in concert.

Out of Germany 


ALLIED SUPREME HEAD- 
QUARTERS, LONDON, Sept. 18. 
(UP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er announced today the establish- 
ment of an Allied military gov- 
ernment in the areas of Germany 
under his command which will 
devote itself to destroying Nazism. 

A broadcast message directed to 
western and southwestern Ger- 
many said that Eisenhower will 
exercise supreme legislative, ju- 
dicial and executive authority in 
the theater under his command. 
Such authority is vested in him 
as supreme commander of the Al- 
lied Expeditionary Force and as 
military governor, the broadcast 
said. 

To the people of Germany in 
areas occupied by Allied armies, 
Eisenhower promised the AMG 
will remove from responsible 
posts all members of the Nazi par- 
ty, the SS, and others who have 
Flayed s leading part in the na- 
tiomal scialist regime since it was 
founded little more than 11 years 
and seven months ago. 


Law Department 
Saves $25,000 


The state department of law 
effected a savings of approximate- 
ly $25,000 through its reorganiza- 
tion, and represented the state in 
winning judgments for a total *of 
$126,552 in two special cases dur- 
ing the past fiscal year, State Au- 
ditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. has re- 
ported. 

The reorganization saw all legal 
activities of the state placed un- 
der the direction of the attorney 
general, with the law department 
paying all salaries instead of scat- 
tering these expenses through the 
various departments to which as- 
sistant attorneys general were as- 
signed. 

Expenditures for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1944, totaled 890, 
589, as compared with $115,921 
for the preceding year, the audi- 
tor reported yesterday. 

The law department, headed by 
Attorney General T. Grady Head, 
‘recovered $36,827 for the state in 
a suit against Hiram W. Evans, 
American Bitumuls Company. 
Shell Union Oil Company, Inc., 
and Emulsified Asphalt Refining 
Company, all of which was trans- 
ferred to the state treasury, the 
report disclosed. The department 
handled settlement of the Hinman 
Estate Fund for the benefit of 
Georgia Tech, and Tech received 
$89.725 in the settlement. 

As attorneys’ fees for handling 
these two cases. the law depart- 
ment received $3,200 in the Evans 
case and $6,250 in the Hinman 
case, according to Thrasher. The 
state paid the first fee, while the

and Estonia, with the Russians hurling more than 500,000 men into 
action in an effort to crush two Nazi Baltic armies on the flank of a 
Soviet salient pointed at East Prussia. 


A “deep penetration” was ac- 
knowledged northwest of Tartu 
in the direction of Tallinn, Esto- 
nian capital, and on the south- 
eastern end of an expanded 230- 
mile front other Red army units 
were fighting near Baldone, only 
14 miles from the Latvian capital 
of Riga on the Baltic sea.

U. S. Attempts 
Shake-Up of 
Chinese Army 


New Move Designed 
To Keep Asia Flank 
From Falling Apart 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
The United States 
wholesale reorganization of China's 
War effort, it was learned today, 
to prevent the Allied flank in Asia 
from falling apart just as cam- 
paigns to wreck Japan are devel- 
oping in the Pacific and Burma. 

Some leaders hope that Gen. 
Stilwell, ranking American officer 
in the Asiatic area who already 
holds a Chinese army assignment 
as well, will be given a supreme 
Allied command with power to 
modernize and streamline the Chi- 
nese forces. 

Fresh Allied defeats in China, 
the loss of strategic forward Amer- 
ican air bases and the unmuzzling 
of political criticism in Chungking 
itself have brought the situation 
into the open. It is cousidered 
critical not only because of the im- 
mediate military dangers but be- 
cause of the political implications. 


SPECULATION ON REDS 

There has been much specula- 
tion that the Russians, who re- 
fused to meet with the Chinese in 
the postwar security talks here, 
may enter the war against the 
Japanese after victory in Europe. 
In that event, Russian forces 
would link up at some points with 
Chinese armies and close liaison 
would be required—certainly 
closer than present political rela- 
tionships between the two governh- 
ments would encourage. 

However, it can be reported that 
diplomatic and military authori- 
ties are working together on the 
problem and that it was a prin- 
cipal concern of Vice President 
Wallace on his trip to China, of 
Donald M. Nelson, U. S. produc: 
tion chief, on his current secret 
mission, and of President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
at Quebec. 

In recent weeks there has been 
some belief here that Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek eventually 
may have to step aside in favor 
of a coalition government includ- 
ing representatives of the power- 
ful Communist groups in North 
China. 

POLITICAL ASPECTS 

At the moment, competent au- 
thorities feel that the reorganiza- 
tion can and will have to be 
brought about by Chiang himself 
to avoid political disintegration of 
the country. That he may now be 
using his leadership to that end is 
suggested in connection with re- 
| ports of wide latitude given critics 
of the government at a Chungking 
meeting this month of the peoples 
political council and advisory as- 
sembly. 

The point of this criticism, as 
reported to American officials, is 
that China’s present regime has 
‘grown so conservative that for 
several years its chief concern has 
been to preserve itself. In the 
process of eliminating opposition, 
it is alleged the regime has lost 
contact with the peoples’ own 
leaders. mes. oS ba 

Also, it is reported in informed 
quarters here that the Chinese 
Army, organized along war lord 
lines, contains many divisions 
which are either largely filled 
with ineffectives or which exist 
mostly on paper. Pay and allow- 
ances are portioned to the generals 
on the basis of the number of in- 
dividuals in their commands. 
Some have kept their commands 
= organized and some have 
not, 

Furthermore, it is generally ac- 
cepted as a fact in Washington 
officialdom that Chiang’s govern- 
ment has spent a part of its man- 
power and its slender supplies to 
maintain an inactive front against 
the Communist regions in North 
| China. It is felt here that these 
troops and the Communist forces 
| themselves, totaling perhaps 600, 
000 men, should all be turned into 
the fight on Japan.

Paris Fire Was Last Straw: | 
The Maimed Sped Him On 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—UP)—| 
Ernie Pyle, Scripps-Howard col- 
umnist and war correspondent, 
saw hundreds of bombings in 31 
months overseas, but when he saw 
Paris burning he felt he couldn't 


“It’s sort of hard to explain,” 


He said he started to get tired 


“I’ve been through plenty of 
bombings,” he explained, but 
when the Germans came over and 
pasted hell out of Paris soon after 
we got there, I suddenly knew 
that I had to get home and away 
from war. Seeing Paris burn 
really got me.” 


Pyle had written in a column 


published Sept. 6 that if he saw 
another war casualty or heard an- 
other shot he would “go off his 
nut.” 

He came home on a ship carry 
ing wounded soldiers. 

“They all wanted to tell me 
they understood why I was going 
back,” he said. “I felt kind of 
funny. There I was physically un- 
hurt, standing over those kids with 
arms and legs and eyes gone—all 
battered to hell—and they telling 
me they knew what the score was 
and that it was all right by them 
that I was getting out.” 

A Pulitzer prize-winner and au- 
thor of a best seller, “Here Is Your 
War,” Pyle said he would sleep “a 
couple of million years,” then go 
to Washington for a week and to 
Indiana to see his father. After 
that he plans to go to New Mex- 
ico for “a little sunshine and 
peace.”

Hospitals Urged 
To Qualify for 
. „ 

Maternity-Aid 

ne Georgia War Services Coun- 
ell has launched a move to qual 
ify all hospitals in Georgia in pro- 
viding free maternity care to 
servicemen’s wives, according to 
Council Director Lon Sullivan. 

A total of 14 community hos- 
pitals are not yet approved under 
the program, Sullivan stated. Since 
Georgia inaugurated the plan in 
August, 1943, only 5,828 cases have 
been cleared, as compared with 
14,432 in North Carolina and 7,655 
cases in South. Carolina. 

The council proposes to solicit 
aid from its local units and vari- 
ous health committees in urging 
all hospitals to qualify for the ma- 
ternity-aid program. 

The federal government, which 
has appropriated $42,800,000 for 
the plan, requires that each appli- 
cant be approved by the state 
health. department. A hospital, to 
qualify, must furnish an account 
of funds paid under each applica- 
tion and “reasonable safeguards” 
for the patient’s health, Sullivan 
pointed out.

Because of this, and because we feel that 
they have done their share and more, we 
are perturbed at reports that the govern- 


ment plans to utilize the various local draft 
boards to facilitate the re-establishment of 
returning servicemen, 


Certainly it cannot be denied that the 
draft boards are perhaps best suited to 
judge, from their records, the capabilities 
and talents of the men whom they have 
sent off to war. And surely, as evidenced 
by their four years of duty with selective 
service, they will not hesitate to do any- 
thing possible to aid the return to peace. 
Nevertheless, it seems to us there must be, 
in every community, citizens who could 
do the job almost as well and who have 
not made as tiring a contribution during 
the past four years. 


These men, working—if found advis- 


able—with the draft boards’ case histories, . 


could aid the returning serviceman with 
his problems and allow those who have 
labored so long and so well a much needed 


rest. 


The nation’s draft boards have done 
an excellent job of mobilization. 


The burdens of demobilization should 
fall on other shoulders. 


I Farm Plan, Not a Political Plan 


It was, perhaps, a revealing measure of 
the distance between the eyes, of our pro- 
fessional political “runners” that they had 
been privately damning the Callaway farm 
program because, they felt, it was a plan 
to introduce Cason Callaway ag a prospec- 
tive candidate for Governor. 


Callaway at last spoke out on the sub- 
ject, saying that he had never considered 
being a candidate, but that if he were to 
be nominated he would not run, and if 
elected would not serve and if the consti- 
tution of the state permitted the appaint- 
ment of the Governor and he were ten- 
‘ dered the appointment, he would not ac- 


cept. 


That seems definite enough. Callaway 
is not, has not been, and will not be, in- 
terested in running for Governor. There 


will be many who think that a pity, but 
nevertheless it is a fact. 


His farm plan, to put into operation 
100 farms on which soil conservation and 
new crop practices will be tried out, re- 
mains the most stimulating program of ac- 
tion yet introduced. It is quite possible 
some faults can be found in this plan, but 
they have not yet been revealed. It would 
be unusual were it found to be flawless. 
What is true is that the plan does not 
compete with farms and crops already 
established as going concerns. It is stim- 
ulating and valuable and on the right 
track. Now that the narrow-gauged po- 
litical parasites whose sole contribution 
to farming has been prejudice, lies and 
promises know he is not a candidate per- 
haps they will cease and desist their 
criticism. 


What of German Postwar Industry? 


While there is nothing more essential 
to the future peace of the world than the 
complete elimination of all forms of war- 
potential industry in Germany, it is never- 
theless true that outright destruction of 
all industry in that country would, after 
the war, prove disastrous to the commer- 
cial prosperity of Britain and other of the 
United Nations, including ourselves. 


Thoughtful planners for the postwar 
Germany which the Allies must control 
for years to come, realize that if the Ger- 
man people are condemnc i to generations 
of poverty and depression—while it would 
be no more than they deserve—the re- 
percussions on world economics would 


punish every nation. 


It is, therefore, probable that in some 
entirely peacetime categories, German in- 
dustry will not only be permitted, but 
encouraged. In some types of production, 
the German has led the world and can do 
so again. These are goods which all na- 
tions will be glad to purchase. 


There will be, after the war and its 
immediate aftermath, the need for selling 
our own goods in Germany. To buy, the 
‘Germaiis will have to have their own 
products to sell. This is a basic require- 
ment, a primary fundamental, in all com- 
merce.

Rigid Allied controls must see to it 
that, by no trick or subterfuge, by no de- 
ceit or falsity, can the German lust for 
war ever again create the armies which 
she has, for more than a century, used so 
viciously. However, the resource, the abil- 
ity and the energy of German industrial 
capacity must be used to the full along 
lines other than those of war value. By 
this means, the well-being of the entire 
world will be enhanced and, at the same 
time, the opportunity to form a new and 
decent Germany, fit to associate with de- 
cent and honorable peoples, will be en- 
hanced. 


Incidentally, there is one handicap 
placed upon the future Germany by the 
Nazi regime which will not be overcome 
for generations. .That is, a scarcity of the 
chemists, designers. A 
large proportion of these men and women, 
in the old days, were of Jewish blood. 
They have either been slain or driven to 
other countries by the bestial anti-Jewish 
campaigns of the Nazi criminals. 


It remains true, however, that for the 
prosperity of all the world, a productive, 
energetic Germany, confined to the pro- 
ductivity of peace, will be far more val- 
uable than a dead, impoverished land of 
despair. :

We Can Do Ourselves 


Having written that the present policy, which 
2 is nation-wide, of making decent housing more 
and more difficult for families with children to 
obtain was short-sighted and stupid, from a national viewpoint and 
the landlord’s viewpoint as well; I sat back and waited for the 
reaction, 

It came about as I had expected. 

“Children break off shrubs .. . children are noisy. 
mark on walls. .. children run in and out all the time 
dren are hard on floors and fixtures . . .” so ran one reaction. 

“Children are not to blame... the parents do not control them 
„„ » the parents don't care what children do... they don’t punish 
children for disobedience ... they get angry if you report to them 
what their children have done... the OPA is unfair... we ought 
to be allowed to charge more rent...” so went another reaction. 


“Children are little hellions . . . I am old and don't like to be 
disturbed . . maybe I am selfish, but I don’t like children about 
me...I like my place quiet. . I am frankly uninterested in 
whether they have places to live or not... they are not going 
to live in my properties. . so went another. 


I will admit much of this is true. It is a difficult period. Many 
of today’s mothers are young and with no experience in caring for 
children. Most of them are away from home without parental 
assistance. In a great majority of cases there is a necessity for 
pinching nickels. Many mothers work. The war jobs took away 
nurses for children. The result is a strained, harassed crop of war 


mothers. 

This being true, the fact still remains that 
What Answ er? the nation must have children to live. Actu- 
aries of life insurance companies, amazingly accurate, indicate that 
1 65 years from now the population of this country will become 
static. 

It is worth while pointing out that until the birthrate increased 
with the coming of the war, the only region in the nation showing 
an increase in births was the southeast. The rest of the nation 
already had attained that static condition. 


For the most part those who refuse to rent to families with 
children indicate an aching conscience in any and all discussions 
of the problem. They defend themselves a little too vigorously. 


The cold fact is that there is no justification for not providing 
decent, moderately priced housing for families with children. 


Perhaps it is a matter for municipal housing. Private business 
apparently does not want to rent to families with children. What 
if the large cities of the nation were to buy large “rundown” areas 
which already are slum areas, and build on them units with living 
space enough to care for families with two, three and four children? 
Rentals could be so fixed across a long period of time so as to 
retire the investment debt. 


It private business does not do this then the cities or the federal 
government must, in the years ahead, do the job. I think it should 
be done by private business, but the return on the investment would 
be very slow and not large. It may be that private business would 
prefer government do the job.

Policy It is my firm opinion that any policy which tends to 

make it difficult for families to have children is stupid 
and short-sighted. It is, despite all the arguments as to ruined 
shrubs, dirty walls and banging doors, selfish and indefensible. 


It is not a war problem. The war has accelerated and solidified 
opposition to children. 


Well before the war young married couples were finding they 
could pay for, and be comfortable in, small apartments or houses. 
The addition of one child usually meant they had to have more 
room. Two children made it imperative. 

When they hunted for living quarters they found it expensive 
beyond their income. The result was that more and more couples 
went childless to keep the comfortable quarters. 


I have seen other countries where the population problem was 
frightening and acute. The only major powers where the birthrate 
increases are Russia, Japan and China. If you wish really to be- 
come awestruck and a little bit afraid, study the birthrate of one 
country—India. 


I well understand the objection to children in apartments and 
houses. : 

But, even so, the answer is not to forbid them. Shall we, just 
to be comfortable, become a dying nation? That is no idle state- 
ment, but one based on fact. 

The greatest wrong we can do ourselves as a nation is to make 
it difficult to have, house and care for children. 

There is no defense of any other course.

Do you think it necessary, after the German 
surrender, that we and our Allies create an in- 
ternational organization of free nations which 


shall, for all time, be ready to jump in immediately Germany shows 


signs of getting ready to launch another war of conquest, and 
quickly squelch any such plottings? 

Or are you one of those fatuous ones who, even today, cannot 
understand that the German psychology is different from that of 
people who love peace? Do you cling to your isolation tendencies, 
even though privately, and believe if Germany is left to her own 
devices she will change overnight, by some mircale, from a gangster 
nation to a decent, dependable good neighbor? 

If you are in the latter category, you might learn better by 
listening to what the Germans themselvés have to say. They are 
already planning a. third world war. They say so themselves. 
Frankly and without equivocation. 


On September 1, shortly before the 
Brussels Broadcast Germans evacuated from Brussels, 


capital ‘city of Belgium, as the advancing Allies forced them to 
retreat, the official German radio in that city broadcast a final 
German message to the people of Belgium. In that message the 
German authorities said four most remarkable things: 

(1) “We shall never rob you.” 

(2) “We shall never pillage you.” 

(3) “Do not show hatred against us or those in your country 
who worked for us.” 

(4) “One day we shall come back. Till then, a bientot.” 

The absurdity, coupled with effrontery, of the first three state 
ments is obvious. Let’s skip those, for the moment at least. And 
consider that astonishing, brutal idea in the fourth part ef the offi- 
cial German message to a people they have enslaved for four years. 

“One day we shall come back.” There it is, the frank, unquali- 
fied promise that, as soon as they have regathéred their military 
strength, the gray-clad armies of the Reich will, for the third time, 
come thundering by land and air, killing and destroying, into hap- 
less Belgium. 

Barbaric slaughter seems to be the natural state of affairs for 
Germans, so much so they calmly take it for granted that Belgians, 
and all others, must know they will be attacking their neighbors 
once more as soon as they are able. : 

That is, if we permit. We, the Allied nations, the free peoples 
of the world, the peace-loving peoples. 

Well, will we? Is the German assurance well founded? Are 
we going to be such blind fools that we will, oncé more, permit 
the creation of a new German military machine? Will we again sit 
supine, relying on an intangible idealism that is utterly incompre- 
hensible to a people like the Germans? Will we again risk the 
peace of the world on a combination of idiotic isolationism and 
fatuous appeasement? 

We may, at that. If we do, never doubt that the German prom- 
ise, made to the Belgians, we shall come back,” will, in a genera- 
tion or so, become reality.

It is useless to expect the present gen- 
They Never Learn eration of Hitler-tainted Germans to 
learn their lesson. We may have to fight all the way to Berlin, 
killing and destroying and capturing as we go. The Nazis, by their 
fanatic determination to fight, even after they have long lost the 
conflict, may turn Germans into a smoking shambles. We can’t help 
it if they do. 

But do you think such a lesson will root out the cursed mili- 
tarism, the barbaric love of war, which is the outstanding charac- 
teristic of the German psychology? Do you think that rigid, mili- 
tary occupation of Germany can, in a few years, change them into 
a peaceful people? 

If you do, you are totally unrealistic and blind to truth yourself. 

There is only one preventive. That is the constant readiness for 
the Allied nations to put down the first stirring of militaristic 
ambition as fully and as promptly as a good policeman would arrest 
a criminal as he perpetrates his crime.

Allies To Cooperate 
In Attack on Japan 


WASHINGTON.—It was only about a year 
ago that some of the chronic trouble-makers of 
the country were trying to create distrust of one 
of our principal Allies by charging that the British had no intention 
of aiding us in the war against Japan after the defeat of Germany. 
Some statement of Prime Minister Churchill on British demobili- 
zation plans after the downfall of the Nazis was seized upon as 
proof of the charge. Both the President and the Prime Minister 
found it necessary to issue denials to quiet the ugly rumors. 

Today the situation is just the reverse. It offers an in 
commentary on the tactics of the trouble-makers—chiefly the 
cago Tribune and the Hearst press—to report that the British are 
now asking for a larger role in the war in the Pacific than our own 
naval heads are willing to give them. 

Something of a schism, in fact, has already developed on the 
point. And it would not be surprising to learn later that this was 
one of the important questions taken up by President Roosevelt and 
Mr, Churchill at the Quebec conference. 

After nearly three years of preparation, our top-ranking naval 
commanders feel that the United States has now built up enough 
strength to deal with the Japs snigle-handed in the Pacific. Having 
fought the Japs alone during this time, they are inclined to the view 
that we are entitled to the prestige of polishing them off finally 
without outside assistance. 


Anxious The British, on the other hand, are not only willing 

but anxious to join in the Pacific war on a full-scale 
basis, once the collapse of Germany makes it possible to divert the 
bulk of the British fleet from Atlantic and Mediterranean waters, 
That time is now approaching. 

The British are anxious to participate as equal partners, not 
only because we have been their allies in the greater war against 
Germany, but because they have a stake in the Pacific far more 
extensive than we. As her leaders see it, the continuance of British 
prestige in the Orient demands that her navy and her army share 
equally in the final overthrow of Japan, which for the past three 
years has done everything possible to destroy British influence in 
the east. 

After the long row we have hoed almost alone since Pearl 
Harbor it is only natural for some of our naval officers to feel that 
the honor of defeating Japan should fall to the United States. Some 
of them argue that it would be better for our future relations with 
Japan and for the peace of the Pacific for us to do the job without 
the aid of allies. 

Another point they make is that it would only complicate mat- 
ters to have the British come into the picture at this late date, 
when plans have already been made for the final death blow against 


the little Nipponese empire. 


8 All of the blueprints for victory over the 
Blueprint Stage Japs have been drawn, it is said. We now 


have the ships and the men ready for the task. Soon we will be 
going back into the Philippines, and once that is accomplished we 
will have a death grip on Japan. The lifeline to her overextended 
empire will be severed and her forces will be thrust back on the 
home islands, with nothing remaining but the final coup de grace. 

But while all or much of this may be true, it is not altogether 
likely that our admirals will be allowed to have their way. The 
British are entitled to their part in the picture and it is incon- 
ceivable that the President would deny them full participation. 

Moreover, the end of the bloody business in the Pacific should 
be brought nearer by their aid. 

Now that Paris has been liberated and the Germans chased out 
of France, the French also want to play an active hand in the war 
on the Japs. They are concerned chiefly with the recapture of 
ater Indo-China, seized by Japan as a prelude to the war in the 
Pacific. ; 

There is no reason why we should deny even the French a 
art in the proceedings. Certainly we should allow them to send 
orces to Indo-China for routing the Japs there, if they desire. They 

would save us that much. - 

No one doubts that we have the men and equipment available 
now for beating the Japs without coalition aid, as our admirals 
contend. But to demand that privilege simply for the sake of gain- 
ing honor and prestige is not the way to fight a war. What we 
are interested in primarily is defeating the Japs so badly that they 
will remember the lesson for a thousand years, and way 
to do that is to bring all forces to bear that may be at our command.

Yes, it was 
the high wages offered by the 
United States that had attracted 
them; their contract with the 
Georgia Cushion & Wrapper Com- 
pany is for 90 days with a renewal 
option if they are satisfactory 
workers; but their contract with 
the WMC is for 12 months. 


Many Barbadians are serving 
in the British army, they say, but 
service is on a strictly voluntary 
basis, there is no conscription. “If 
they call for 100 volunteers and a 
thousand answer, they select 100 
and allow the other 900 to re- 
turn to their homes,” I was told. 


Their journey so far has seem- 
ed like a vacation, or a Cook’s 
tour, and no one has been home- 
sick yet. “Do you think you will 
like it here well enough to want 
to stay on after your contract has 
expired?” I asked. 


Many of them did think so;: one 
has already asked Mr. Buchanan 
to see if arrangements could be 
made for petnging his wife and 
child from Barbados. 


From the barracks we went 
over to the mess hall built es- 
pecially for these workers and pre- 
sided over by John Henry Grif- 
fith, their own cook. John Henry, 
wearing the traditional white 
apron and chef's cap, was peeling 
the traditional potatoes on a stoop 
outside the kitchen door. He is 
45 and has been a cook since 1922, 
working in hotels and restaurants 
in Bermuda, Trinidad, Havana 
and some United States ports. It 
was a very bright idea on some- 
one’s part to send along a cook 
who could prepare food as the 
Barbadians like it, and a great 
deal of dissatisfaction and home- 
sickness was probably forestalled. 
One of their favorite dishes, for 
example, is “goo,” a sort of stew 
containing meat and vegetables, 
but a lot of other things can go 
into it, too, and every morning 
after breakfast John Henry sal- 
vages all the remaining toast, rice, 
bacon and eggs for his goo.“ 


His kitchen is small but conven- 
iently arranged. When the dishes 
have been prepared he sets them 
out in buffet style; the men file 
by, fill their plates as they de- 
sire and sit an benches before a 
long table. Ration points have 
been obtained from the local 
board, and the food is plentiful. 


Men who have spent the day 
felling trees, skinning bark from 
the logs and stacking them, have 
very good appetites, and this is 
the Barbadians’ job. About 150 
workers are employed by the firm, 
but the others live in their own 
homes in the vicinity. The Ga. 
Cushion and Wrapper Company 
has an AA-1 rating, which means 
that in addition to the products 
sold in 37 states, it is filling im- 
portant orders for the government, 
making crates, boxes and excel- 
sior for packing the enormous 
quantities of supplies sent abroad. 

Mr. Buchanan drove off with 
the new laborers in a truck; he 
was taking them to Manchester 
to have them fitted out with over- 
alls and he was very proud in-

This being my first campaign 
trip with a presidential candidate, 
I thought you might like to see 
things through my fresh, eager 
young eyes and you may sure 
that I am being very alert lest 
the same thing doesn’t happen 
again that ray! when I cov- 
ered my first World Series.

ERNIE PYLE 


This is the last of two columns 
in which Ernie Pyle, interrupt- 
ing his vacation, brings us up to 
date on the RAF pilot in whose 
rescue from a wrecked plane in 
France Ernie participated. It is 
his last regular contribution for 
several weeks, while he takes a 
rest, 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—(By Wire- 
less)—At the hospital the RAF pi- 
lot and I enjoyed living over again 
the climax to those eight days of 
imprisonment in his wrecked 
plane in France. 

When we rescued him that day 
I had not wanted to badger him 
with trivial questions, so there 
were some things 1 didn't get 
straight, and other things I had 
straight which he was mixed on. 

I thought his leg had been 
wounded while he was still in the 
air, But he told me it didn’t hap- 
pen until about three hours after 
he had crashed, when there was 
shelling and shooting all around 
him. He said that whatever kind 
of shell it was made a terrific 
racket when it came through the 
plane and struck him, 

The little hole in the side of the 
plane through which he had thrust 
his hand—we thought that had 
been torn when the plane crashed. 
But actually the pilot had made 
it himself during those eight days, 
trying to tear a hole big enough 
to get out. 

He worked at it off and on with 
a little crowbar he had in the 
cockpit. He asked me if I thought 
he could ever have made the hole 
big enough by himself. I told him 
there wasn’t a chance. 

He said the worst thing in those 
eight days was the thirst. After the 
first couple of days he wasn’t hun- 
gry at all, but the thirst was, tor- 


turing. He said that for hours and 
days He visualized creeks full of 
wager, and all the pubs where he 
had left a little beer in the bot- 
tom of glasses. 

He had seen the columns I 
wrote about his rescue, and he 
was modestly pleased about them. 
He laughed at one thing I had said 
—that his eyes, as he rolled them 
there in his imprisonment, were 
like big brown tennis balls.“ 

Actually his eyes did seem like 
that. But in the hospital that ef- 
fect had gone, and his eyes seem- 
ed of normal size. His face had 
filled out and his color was fine. 
He smoked and laughed, and his 
discontent was only because the 
hospital wouldn’t let him out on 
leave immediately. 

The lieutenant has strong lean- 
ings toward America. He didn’t 
tell us on that day of the rescue, 
but he had his flight training in 
the States. He trained at Clewis- 
ton, Fla., and was in America 
from October of 1941 ‘til April 
of 42. 

He had been flying in combat 
for two years, and although his 
plane had often been hit, this was 
the first time he had been shot 
down. He remarked over and 
over again how lucky he was to 
be alive. 

He was regretful that his wound 
would take so long to heal that 
the war would undoubtedly be 
over before he was well again. 
As he said, he would “like one 
more crack at those Jerries.“ 

The lieutenant was smoking 
American cigarets when we visit- 
ed him, and he said, “You can see 
I’ve been in an American hos- 
pital.” I took him a lighter as a 
gift, and he was very proud of it. 
As soon as he can use a pen he 


is going to write notes of thanks

to, the two American soldiers who 
discovered him. 


During those eight days of an- 4 


guished imprisonment he never 


gave up hope that he would get 


out. It was even stronger than 
hope, for he said he was positive 
all the way through that he would 
get out. 

In a letter his wife wrote me 
she asked that I keep the lieu- 
tenant anonymous. he said it 
was one of those things he owed 
to all his friends and comrades 
who had not been lucky enough 
to get back with their stories. 

I would certainly honor her re- 
quest, but his name has already 
been published elsewhere. The air 
ministry, like our own War De 
partment, releases the names of 
casualties as soon as the family 
is notified. 

So, since his identity is already 
publicly known, I’m sure she will 
not consider it a violation of trust 
for me to print it here again so 
that his friends in America may 
know who this courageous flier 
Was. 

He is Flight Lt. Robert Gordon 
Fallis Lee, of Selbourne, Orchard 
road, Shalford, Surrey. He was a 
mechanical engineer before the 
war. He is the highest type of 
Englishman, a man of great cour- 
age and of fine instincts—the kind 
of person who makes our two 
countries proud of each other. 

In the letter Mrs. Lee wrote me 
she said, “It would be impossible 
to attempt to thank you and the 
others for what you did for my 
husband in France. I am afraid 
I don’t know how to express the 
kind of gratitude we feel. But 
one day there may be another in- 
stallment, when the family keeps 
a date it has in the U. S. A.”

Nazi Captors Put on Show of Hospitality 


(This is a continuation of a and to dull my hatred for the Nazi 


series of articles by Gault Mac- 
Gowan describing his capture by 
the Germans and his experience 
as a prisoner). 


LONDON—(By Wireless.)— 
Two smartly garbed, black-booted 
German officers arrived af the St. 
Germaine prison one afternoon 
just when I and 20 American pris- 
oners were leaving in a truck for 
a railroad terminal on our jour- 
ney to Germany and announced 
I was their prisoner. 

Evidently armed with authority, 
they signed for me on the dotted 
line and placed me in a greenish- 
yellow camouflaged French requi- 
sitioned civilian car with a mili- 
tary chauffeur. They were armed 
with revolvers and one had an 
automatic rifle, so I was surprised 
when they said, We are war cor- 
respondents and military authori- 
ties have handed you over to us 
until your status is settled by Ber- 


lin. 


Mr. Stokes tells me Mr. Coolidge 
used to say “Howdy,” “Howdy.” 

We have two Negro reporters 
among us, Julius Adams, of the 
Amsterdam News, a New York 
weekly published up in Harlem, 
and Ralph Matthews, of the Afro- 
American, of Washington, D. C., 
which is really a chain of Negro 
papers operating in five cities. 
Matthews was out with Willkie 
part of the way but I am told 
that this is the first time two 
Negro reporters have gone all the 
way with a candidate. These are 
two very nice fellows and, al- 
though I haven't seen their copy, 
they talk in the manner of real 
professionals and, of course, you 
aren’t conversing two minutes be- 
fore you are on Topic A, meaning 
race relations, and there you stay. 
But the nature of these talks is 
the first encouragement that I 
have found in a long time to hope 
that we might get by without that 
gory brawl between white men 
and Negroes which the Commu- 
nists are constantly trying to pro- 
mote for just after the war. These 
men realize that they have a pow- 
er to take some of the heat off 
the issue and probably save lives 
and still accomplish the result of 
opening up jobs for Negro work- 
ers and it all seems reasonable 
and feasible when you just sit 
down and meet as men and col- 
leagues in a business and begin 
to understand each other, instead 
of beating one another over the 
head with meat-axe editorials as 
total strangers on opposite sides 
of town. This sounds so much 
like something from my old friend, 
Mrs. R., that some editors are 
likely to think the Western Union 
got the copy balled up, but just 
the same this acquaintance and 
understanding is new experience 
to me and I recommend it.

They explained that the Ger- 
man war correspondent was a 
fighting reporter with the right to 
command troops and they wore 
rank badges like officers, both be- 
ing lieutenants. They took me to 
a villa on the outskirts of Paris, 
their headquarters, introduced me 
to several other correspondents 
and then placed me in an upper 
room like a penthouse with a sen- 
try walking on the balcony below 
my window and another in the 
corridor outside the door. 

There they told me what it was 
all about. 

“We understand you asked to 
see a doctor?” 

“Yes. I hurt my hand when 
taken prisoner and I have a sore 
throat,” I replied. 

“Well, tomorrow we will take 
you to the Luftweffe hospital in 
Paris. There you will see how we 
take care of enemy wounded, We 
interviewed German nurses who 
were captured at the fall of Cher- 
bourg and who were taken to an 
American field hospital to see the 
system of treatment of our pris- 
oners of war. We will show you 
Germans aren’t such barbarians 
after all. German nurses were re- 
turned through our lines after- 
wards. Unfortunately we can’t re- 
lease you, but the war will soon 
be over and then you can write 
what you see. In the meantime, 
as a noncombatant we will treat 
you the way the Americans treat- 
ed our nurses.” 

That night they took me to dint 
at the Claridge hotel in Paris, a 
German social club and military 
mess. It was bright with German 
uniforms, Nazi armbands, the 
gay frocks of French women col- 
laborators, and the gray uniforms 
of German WACs. A few neutral 
Swiss, the military governor of 
Paris and scores of others were 
sitting around white tablecloth- 
covered tables, under shaded lights 
not unlike a similar peacetime 
scene in Berlin. Some women 
wearing evening dress were Ger- 
man secretaries from big bureaus 
of German military headquarters. 


“This will make a wonderful 
chapter for your book,” said Cor- 
respondent Guenther Weber, who 
made the radio announcement of 
my capture. He had asked me 
how I planned to spend my time in 
Germany. I had stated offhand, 
“probably writing a book about 
the conditions there if I am allow- 
ed to.“ 

Weber’s remark made it abund- 
aves A clear that this show of hos- 
pitality was put on to impress me

For this excursion to Paris, to 
avoid attracting attention, I was 
left a civilian shirt and jacket, al- 
though I still wore my uniform 
thousers, socks and shoes. 

I spent three days in Paris with 
the Germans, taken out during 
the day and night between the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—(#) 
Proposals to pay travel costs back 


home for migratory war workers 


and provide unemployment com- 
pensation for 3,100,000 federal 
workers were virtually killed by 
the house today, but it approved a 
compromise surplus property’ bill 
in a drive to clear the way for a 
congressional recess until after the 
election. 

The surplus propérty measure, 
establishing a three-man board to 
direct disposal of an estimated 
$100,000,000,000 in surplus war ma- 
terials, was approved 174 to 91 
after a move to send it back to a 
joint conference committee was 
defeated 169 to 150. It now goes 
to the senate for an anticipated 
okay which will send it to the 
White House. 

The travel pay and federal 
worker jobless compensation were 
approved by the senate in another 
measure to establish demobiliza- 
tion and reconversion machinery. 
The house refused to accept them 
and reiterated its opposition in 
fresh votes today. 

Travel pay was voted down 239 
to 90, and federal worker jobless 
compensation, 174 to 154, after 
Ways and Means Chairman Dough- 
ton, Democrat, North Carolina, ad- 
monished against legislating post- 
war programs, “until we know the 
cost.“ 

Georgia representatives voting 
against travel pay and unemploy- 
ment compensation for federal 
workers were Brown, Camp, Cox, 
Pace, Peterson, Tarver and Whel- 
chel. Ramspeck voted to accept 
the senate provisions.

Exercise Helps 
To Tone Various 


Sets of Muscles 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


The L-85 styles being what they 
are today, and girdles what they 
aren't, figures have to improve! 
This material shortage might be 
called a blessing in disguise. The 
phrase is a bit ambigious in this 
connection, for disguise usually 
means to hide, or change the ap- 
pearance of, and there is no place 
to hide bumps or bulges. 

So we are going to have to rely 
more on our awn muscular girdle 
and less on stays, and a good thing 
that will be for health as well as 
figgers. The interlacing muscles 
that form the abdominal wall were 
designed to act as stays through 
the midsection. When kept in tone 
they do this beautifully. But when 
they are allowed to go soft, fat col- 
lects, and the internal organs, lack- 
ing proper muscular — 9 tend 
to sag and crowd against each 
other. This causes a bulge, but 
that’s not the worst of it, for cir- 
culation; digestion and elimination 
are impaired, Even the nerve cen- 
ters are affected. 

Every woman would be healthi- 
er for few simple exercises 
every day that keep these impor- 
tant muscles in tone. The follow- 
ing easy-to-do exercises help to 
tone the various sets of muscles 
that form the abdominal wall: 

Position—This is the position 
for all beginners . . lying flat on 
back, knees flexed, feet on floor. 
This prevents any strain. 

Movement: The exercise is 
merely to flex alternate knees vig- 
orously to chest, as the small of 
the back is pressed against the 
floor. Repeat eight times, later 16 
counts, Relax. 

Position: Same. 

Movement: Flexing both knees 
toward chest, separate the knees 
widely, ag the small of the back 
is pressed against the floor. This 
exercise reaches the side muscles 
that come in on the bias. Repeat 
six counts, later 18, Relax, with 
knees flexed, feet on floor. 

Position: Lying on side, legs

But you must learn to ignore 
such excuses, for they are usually 
demolished when the baby arrives. 
Most men are quite delighted with 
their children, especially after the 
latter arrive and begin to wind 
the adults around their little fin- 
gers. 

You wives must realize that one 
of the best forms of insurance for 
a permanently happy marriage is 
a group of youngsters, Set your 
goal at three or four, for if you 
don’t have three, there will be no 
“middle” child in your family, and 
you will never fully understand 
child problems until you know 
the personalities of the oldest, the 
youngest and the middle or in- 
betweener.

Armed 
Carabineri, who had earlier taken 
10 revolvers from Italians: who 
swore they would shoot Caruso 
as soon as he entered the court 
room, made no effort to rescue 
Carretta, who tried to hide under 
a desk. 


The former warden was beaten 
and kicked to a bloody pulp and 
then was dragged down the steps 
of the palace. Outside he was 
swung by the Heels against the 
marble balustrades, and then, half- 
dead, was carried to the Tiber and 
thrown off a bridge. 


When he was seen to struggle 
feebly in the water, two men row- 
ed out to him, as his body floated 
downstream, and beat him, over 
the head with their oars until he 
was dead. 


CORPSE HUNG BY HEELS 


The body was dragged up on 
the bank of the river, then carried 
to Regina Coeli prison and hung 
by the heels from the window of 
the room in which he had turned 
50 hostages over to the Germans. 

During this time the word had 
spread that Caruso was being held 
—in a fainting condition—in a 
dungeon below the Palace of Jus- 
tice. Mobs thundered through the 
great h iL and up and down the 
famed staircases, demanding the | 
right to take matters in their own | 
hands. 

“We want Caruso... We want | 
justice . We want justice done 
as is being done in France!” The | 
mobs roared, ignoring the at- 
tempts by American and British 
officers to calm them.
